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STILL MORE KISS 

It's been six months 
since I first expressed 
distaste for the rock 
group KISS, the Marvel 
comic magazine based on 
its stage act and Stan Lee's 
decision 10 publish the 
book. 

The letters are still pour- 
ing in. After being over- 
whelmed by a barrage or re- 
lentlessly hostile notes from 
the KISS Army which at- 
tacked by musical tastes 
and credentials, my comic 
art tastes and credentials 
and just about anything else 
about me they didn't like, 
I'd gotten a fairly hearten- 
ing expression of support 
from both comic- book and 
rock 'n roll lovers.

wrote one reader. "I'm sure 
you think all rock music is a 
communistic plot to under- 



mine the moral values of 
American youth . . . HA! 
Oh and I have, from reli- 
able sources, discovered 
that there are people in this 
world who enjoy eating 
RAW hamburger!!! Talk 
about barbaric, boy!" 
f "Actually," wrote an 
w Indiana reader, "I 
hadn't any idea KISS was 
so big, having given up on 
rock 'n roll years ago be- 
cause of its crappy quality. 
Now I don't want to be 
prudish, and I sure don't 
approve of censureship 
(sic), but maybe a line needs 
to be drawn. Draw it at 
KISS. I dread the day the 
KISS Army gets into re- 
sponsible positions. Of 
course, KISS is just evi- 
dence of greater prob-

paranoid these days.

BUY THESE BOOKS 

A couple of columns 
back I recommended two 
fanzines. I figured that 
would be the end of fanzine 
recommendations for a 
while, being as fanzine pub- 
lishers of late seem to have 
been inflicted with the same 
lack of taste as comic-book 
publishers. 

Thankfully, two more 
fascinating books have 
been published recently that 
merit special attention. 

The first of them, Fun- 
nyworld #17, brings 
the good news that this 
esteemed journal is now at- 
tempting to "make it" as a 
regularly published maga- 
zine. We all thought the 
editor, Mike Barrier, gave 
up on the project a few 
years ago. 

Funnyworld is, simply, 
the best magazine ever pub- 
lished about the comic arts. 
Its emphasis is primarily on 
animated films, but Bar- 
rier's interests have led him 
to produce incredibly good 
material about'comic art in 
general and Carl Barks and 
Robert Crumb in particu- 
lar. 

Barrier himself is, sim- 
ply, the most skilled writer, 
most ingenious editor and 
most insightful comic- art 
critic in the field. The best. 
Nobody can touch him. 
He's intelligent. He's lucid. 
His work is serious but re- 
markably free of the pom- 



posity that mars the work 
of most other comic-a 
critics. 

In other words, buy issue 
17; it contains a fascinating 
article on the Disney Studio 
in World War Two. Upon 
finishing the current issue, 
subscribe. 

Funnyworld is $2.50 
from Funnyworld, 
P.O. Box 1633, New 
York, New York 10001. 

The Comics Journal, 
which we recommended the 
last time, now has another 
interesting issue available. 
The Journal, despite pre- 
tentions to professionalism, 
remains an over-produced 
fan sheet rife with youthful 
excess, arrogant overconfi- 
dence and an often irri- 
tating holier-than-thou atti- 
tude. It is improving rap- 
idly, however, and is con- 
sistently readable. 

The latest number, 39, 
has a fascinating interview 
with Paul Levitz, the 21- 
year-old fan-turned-comic- 
book-pro and DC editorial 
coordinator. The Levitz in- 
terview, which is miles too 
long and tedious for ail but 
those hell-bent on being a 
comics writer, touches on 
everything in the comic mi- 
crocosm. It shows, through 
Levitz's pitiful inability to 
see beyond the cloistered, 
miniscule world of comic 
books, much of what is 
wrong with the comic-book 
business and why it is 
wrong.
